Wumber of Dead Between Fifty and 
Two Hundred — Two Negroes 
Who Were Robbing Flood 
Sufferers Shot—An Ap- 
peal for Aid. 


Bluefield, W. Va., June 24.—Details of 
the flood in the Pocahontas Flat Top 
coal region fully bear out the worst fears 
of the extent of the damage done. The 
work of repairing railroad tracks, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines is being pushed 

with the vigor that the occasion demands 
with the vigor that the occasion demands. 
Thousands of people are homeless and it 
is feared are without food, or at the 
best with only food enough to last several 
days until raiJroad communication is es- 
tablished. Men are at work § clearing 
away the debris, recovering the bodies 
of the dead. The dead are being auzg- 
mented hourly. Relief trains are running 
between this city and the stricken -dis- 
trict and everything possible is being 
done to relieve the suffering and destitu- 
tion. 

The latest estimate is that it wif} take 
ten days to’ repair the Norfolk and West- 
ern track. Information from the Tug 
river district is to the effect that the 
damage ¢o~the coal operations in that 
region is not great. but that the lumber 
interests have suffered considerably. 

Over 100 miles of track belonging to the 
various operations are practically a total 
loss. The rails are bent and twisted like 
wires. Even the heavy iron girders of 
the collapsed railraod bridges were ren- 
dered useless. The force of the flood is 
better understood when it is explained 
that by reason of a long fill and a low 
iron bridge the flood was dammed and a 
monster body of water accumulated, 
probably as large a vokime as was con- 
tained in the famous dam at Johnstown. 
When this obstruction gave way it let 
dow 1 an immense \olume of water cn the 
villages and mining camps below. 

. Shot Negro Plunderers. 

Dr. Hatfield, it is reported, a prominent 
physician and kinsman of the famous 
feudists of this section and Kentucky, 
Was compelled to shoot two negro plun- 
derers who were rotbing defenseless flood 
sufferers. 

The negroes were George Wade anc Alex 
Watts, both desperate characters. 

The recovery of bodies in the past 
twenty-four hours has been slow. The 
reason assigned is that the corpses of the 
missing are hidden in mammoth piles of 
debris. Some cf these piles are thirty feet 
high, and cover in some instances as much 
as a half acre of ground, and it is the 
work of days to search through them. It 
has been suggested that the best plan 
would te to burn these masses of debris. 
but the friends of the dead are loud in 
their denunciation of the idea. So bitter 
is the feeling regarding this matter that 
if it is attempted bloodshed will be the 
result. 

Up to toright only some fiftv bodies 
have been recovered, yet «he list of miss- 
ing ani reported drowned is 249. It wili 
probably never be known how many have 
rerished.

ASKED BY GOVERNOR WHITE 


Does Not Understand Ding- 


Charleston, W. VYa., June 24.—Governor 
White tonight issued an appeal to West 
Virginians only asking for ‘generous 
gifts of money with which necessary sup-

The governor also sent a reply to the 
telegram received from Governor Nash 
today in part as follows: 


“The suffering probably will be great 
Aid must be sent via Bluefield, which re- 
quires roundabout circuit through Va- 
ginia. Will issue an appeal to West Vir- 
ginians for aid. Any outside aid had 
best be in money and can be sent to the 
adjutant general at Charleston, or to 
any bank cashier in Bluefield. Thousands 
of miners are homeless.

Adjutant General Baker, who resides in 
Parkersburg, reached the city today and 
Governor White reached the city tonight 


from the same place. While there has 
been no demand made upon them yet for 
troops either on account of the miners’ 
strike or to prevent looting in the storm- 
stricken district, they are both consider- 
ing what emergency may arise. 

This evening General Boggs, the gover- 
nor’s private secretary, left for the Poca- 
hontas district to examine into condi- 
tions. Upon the report he makes all will 
depend. 

Adjutant General Hutson, who has 
practical charge of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office, also left this evening for 
the seat of.the trouble. 

It is the general opinion around the 
State house that the effect of the ca- 
lamity will be to quiet the miners. It is 


almost impossible to get communication 
through from this point. 
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EXPLANATION OF GAGE 
WILL NOT BE ACCEPTED 


Threat Is Also Made That Entire 
Trade of the United States 
with Russia May Be Lost 
by Secretary Gage’s 
Action,

Bluefield and Ennis, which places are 
just outside the territory visited by the 
cloudburst on last Saturday morning. 

All day long today Roanokers who 
have friends and relatives in the coal 
fields and the coal operators here, who 
have large financial interests in the de- 
vastated strip, have been lounging 
around the railroad station awaiting the 
arrival of the belated train. These peo- 
ple, making inquiries of relatives and 
property, have beén besieging the rail- 
road and commercial telegraph offices 
since early this morning. The wires ail 
being down west of Bluefield, save one 
wire, which goes through to Ennis, but 
is being used as a train wire, prevented 
the public from gaining any additional 
particulars. 

Number of Dead Not Known. 

How many are dead is not definitely 
known and it will necessarily be several 
days yet before the exact number can be 
given out as official, but the various re- 
ports in circulation here are that all the 
way from fifty to 200 have been drowned. 
It is probably safe to assume the first 
figures as being more nearly correct than 
the last. The damage to property will 
certainly amount to hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. Miles of railroad track 
are washed out and great gulches have 
been created. The devastated section 
covers an area of about twenty miles 
west of Bluefield, It is a very narrow 
valley, not much wider than a broad 
street in some places. Coal mines are 
scattered all along the road. Keystone, 
the town reported to have been so great- 
ly damaged and at first believed to have 
been wiped out of existence, is a village 
of between 2,000 and 3,000 and is built 
along the narrow vajley and on the sides 
There ts a creek which 
runs through the town, over which most 
of the houses are built on piles and rock 
work. This creek runs in a zigzag way 
through the narrow , village and has a 
gradual fall. The mountains on either 
side loom up for hundreds of feet and 
the town is so narrow in places that one 
is obliged to go into the middle of it to 
see the sky. Those familiar with the 
situation of the town know that it would 
be a death trap if the flood was as 
heavy as reported. Yet they reason that 
occurring in the daytime there was no 
reason why many people should have 
been caught in the on-rush of the mad- 
dened waters. All reports agree that be- 
tween 200 and 300 houses were swept 
away in the Elkhor- valley, but this 
does not follow necessarily that the oc- 
cupants were drowned. 
Rushing Supplies to Stricken District 
The railroad folks are rushing material 
and supplies to the Elkhorn. One hun- 
dred_and fiftv laborers came in over the 
Roane “e and Scuthern today on an extra 
train, and went west, and nearly all the 
work trains on the road have been sent 
to the Elkhorn vicinity. 

J. W. Crotty, a fireman on the Norfolk 
and Western road, who resides in this 
city, recelved a message yesterday from

near by, while houses, bridges and furni- 
ture went whirling by in ths water. As 
the flood increased the rushing water cut 
a channel on the other side of the train, 
leaving it between two streams. Then 
it was decided to take out those passen- 
gers who wished to leave the train, and a 
rope was attached to the platform of one 
of the cars and to a tree on the bank. 
Among the passergers was a lady. who, 
with the assistance of several men, was 
got safely to the banks. A number of 
mén had narrow escapes from drowning 
in making the trip. 

About Forty Drowned. 

There was a let-up in the rain and the 
flood subsided about noon, and at 1 o'clock 
Mr. Stewart and another passengcr left 
the train and started to the next station, 
Keystene, five miles distant. Much of the 
track and several bridges had been wash- 
ed away, and the trip was made with 
great difficulty, a portion of the track and 
the balance on the bluffs along the route. 
Mr. Stewart says he saw a number of 
corpses along the route, but does not 
think more than forty people were drown- 
ed. When he reached Keystone, about 3 
o’cleck, he found that a number of build- 
ings had been washed away. and it was 
estimated that along the whole route of 
the storm between two hundred and three 
hundred houses had been carried away, 
but the occupants of many escaped to the 
hills. He saw one very large building go 
down with the flood, but most of them 
were smell affairs. The coal companies 
lest heavily on bridges and supplies. At 
Ennis, the depot was washed away, ald 
yesterday, when he left, the safe had not 
been found. He walked from Keystone to 
Ernis yesterday, and was taken from 
there to Bluefield, arriving in Roanoke to- 
day. 

Mr. Stewart's statement can be relied on 
as being a truthful story of the flood, and 
the.most complete statement so far given 
cut. 

An offictal telegram from Ennis says the 
water came in a wave, and so suddenly 
that people could not get Out of the way 
of it. Th: water rose to a height of six 
feet in thirty minutes. 


London, June 24.—A dispatch from a 
news agency from St. Petersburg dated 
today, purports to quote M. De Witte, 
the Russian finance minister, as saying 
that the statement issued by Secretary 
Gage, in explanation of the United States 
treasury department’s action in imposing 
countervailing duttes on certain Russian 
products shows the question is not fully 
understood by Mr. Gage. M. De Witte 
says that he cannot imagine that Mr. 
Gage would intentionally mislead the peo- 
ple of the United States, and therefore 
he can only conclude that Mr. Gage is 
not possessed of all the facts in the case. 

Russia on Gage’s Explanation. 

St. Petersburg, June 24.—On competent 
authority the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press is able to say that the Rus- 
sian ministry of. finance regards Secre- 
tary Gage’'s explanation of the petroleum 
question to be beside the point. 

Russia has adopted reprisals in the 
form of increased duties pn American 
goods for the second time, not because a 
certain shipment of petroleum was taxed 
at an unduly high rate because it was 
not accompanied by a certificate as to 
its origin, but because Russia does not 
admit the correctness of Secretay® Gage’s 
interpretation of the tariff laws of the 
United States. Section 626 of these laws 
places navhtha and the products of naph- 
tha on the free list unless the country 
whence they are exported charges duty 
on similar artic@s from the United 
States -Russfia daes not admit that these 
laws authorize the collection of a tariff 
on »araffine made in Great Britain from 
Russian naphtha, as decreed by Secretary 
Gage in his circular of March.

May Lose All Trade. 


Speaking of these matters, thé fmnform- 
ant of the correspondent of the Assoctiat- 
ed Press said: 

“The entire trade of the United States 
with Russia can be lost while awaiting 
the decision of the court, as unless the 
matter is hastened, I understand the 
case comes before the lower court next 
November. The Americans are apparent- 
ly not in a hurry to resume a business 
which is néw falling into the hands of the 
Germans.”’ 

When asked if there was danger of 
Russia imposing further’ reprisals on 
American goods as a hint to the govern- 
ment of the United States to hasten the 
settlement of the matter, the informant 
of the Associaed Press. sgid: 

“Up to the present timeyour agricultu- 
ral machinery has not vet been affected.”

ISAAC HAMMOND SAYS HIS 
BROTHER 1S MURDERER 


Coroner’s Jury in Secret Session. 
Tom Hammond Weeps and 
Prays, Declaring That 
His Brother Ruthlessly 
Lied on Him. 


In what he calls his last and truthful 
confession Isaac Hammond, the negro 
who was with Officer DeBray when the 
latter was killed, says that his brother, 
Tom Hammond, fired the fatal shot. He 
further states that Oscar Hammond, an- 
other brother, and Jim Erwin were with 
Tom when the policeman was shot to 
death. 

Isaac, however, did not go so far ag to 
Say anything about his being in the plot 
or about decoying the officer into the 
death trap. 

At 8 o’clock last night Harry Baker, a 
white boy of 256 Decatur street, walked 
into police barracks and made a state- 
ment that may furnish the last link in 
the line of evidence pointing to the guilt 
of Jim Erwin and the three Hammonds. 
Young Baker, full statement is 
given elsewhere, says he overheard the 
plot to kill Policeman DeBray—heard the 
four negroes whom he identified last 
night in earnest conversation on Lee 
street and distinctly heard them instruct 
one of their number, lsaac Hammond, to 
go back and get the policeman in order 
to lead him into the death trap. 

The statement of Harry Baker is clear 
and straightforward, leaving no doubt in 
the minds of the officers as to the gullt 
of the men under arrest. 

His Third Confession. 

The ‘‘confession” of Isaac Hammond 
on yesterday was the third he has made 
since his arrest. He first said that Tom- 
and Oscar were not in the crowd and 
that Jim Lord, who is a prisoner, did the 
shooting, Jim Erwin being with him. He 
did not at that time say who the third 
negro was. Later he told a reporter of 
The Constitution that Jim Erwin did the 
shooting and that Jim Lord was one of 
the three. 

Now he has declared that he has de- 
cided to make a ‘“‘clean breast” of the 
whole affair and he names his brother, 
Tom, as the murderer. 

The last confession of Isaac Hammond 
was not made until after the coroner’s 
jury met yesterday morning and ques- 
tioned him long and searchingly. Before 
the coroner’s jury he stuck to his story 
about Jim Lord and Jim Erwin, saying 
that Lord did the shooting. 

After he was returned to the police 
barracks he sent for the detectives and 
told another story. Probably the ordeal 
of appearing before a jury awakened in 
his mind the gravity of the situation and 
caused him to tell the truth, even though 
it placed his brother's neck in the halter. 

Isaac Hammond’s Confession. 

“I want to tell the truth,’’ he said to 
the detectives, ‘‘for I am not going to 
stay in here and maybe get hanged for 
somebody else, even though it is my

COTTON CROP WILL BE SHORT 


Expert Farmer Has Made Tour of 
the State. 


HE HAS VERY GLOOMY VIEWS 


Advises the Planter To Leave the 
Staple Alone and Make 
Grass. 


Savannh, Ga., June 24.—(Spestal.)—Hon. 
J. Pope Brown, of Hawkinsville, asked 
about the crops tn Georgia today, su.d he 
was by no means encourdged. He has 
been traveling extensively as the repre- 
sentative of the state fair and being a 
farmer himself his observation was that 
of an expert. 

“I do not think there will be 70 per cent 
of.an average crop,’ said Mr. Brown, 
“The ~rass had cotton by the throut and 
itt will not release its grasp. Many of 
the farmeérs cannot n®w repair the dam- 
age thet’ has been wrought during the 
many-days of wet*werther. The infury 
has been frrevocably done.. In sgme.cases 
that have rgached miy observation thew 
is not the slzhtest apparent chance fo» 
redeeming the cotton. The farmers have 
appreciated this and have determined not 
to try to do anything with their cotton. 
I have advised some of them to make the 
best of the situation and let the grass 
in the cotton flelds constitute their crop. 
Some of them have told me that they 
would do so, and they will buy presses 
for packing the hay into bales. It will 
find a ready market and the farmers will 
not do so bad after all. They will sim- 
ply have to sit and watch their grass 
grow. Labor will not be required so that 
they will save in this way. Corn is bet- 
ter than cotton. That crop will do com- 
paratively well if conditions remain good. 
I — saw the cotton crop of the state 
so bad.’’

WARREN LOVETT IN 


He Waived Preliminary Hearing and 
Demanded Indictment. 

Macon, Ga., June 24.—(Speciai.)—War- 
ren P. Lovett, a well-known citizen of 
Sandersville and formerly a popular 
traveling salesman, was arraigned this 
morning before United States Commis- 
sioner Erwin at Macon on the charge of 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
His counsel waived a preliminary trial 
and demanded indictment by the grand 
jury of the United States court. The 
waiver was granted and Lovett was put 
under a bond of $900 for his appearance 
at the next term of the court to be held 
in Augusta. Lovett is charged with buy- 
ing goods from numerous parties under 
false. representations and having them 


shipped to him under various aliases. As 


an instance of his alleged methods it is 
said that on one occasion he ordered 
sixty boxes of soap in the name of John 
Gathin, a boy about twelve years old 
living near Sandersville, and the boy and 
his parents deny all knowledge of the 
transaction. 

It is claimed that on another occasion 
Lovett ordered a barrel of fine whisky 
and had it shipped to Sun WGHill, near 
Sandersville, and upon its arrival ne 
managed to get the barrel out of the de- 
pot without paying the freight charges 
and carried it off. He emptied all the 
whisky, filled the barrel with water and 
when the freight agent attempted to col- 
lect the charges Lovett refused to pay. 
The agent demanded the money or the 
whisky, and the barrel of water was 
turned over to him, but the fraud was 
not discovered until the barrel had been 
shipped back to the shippers, when they 
wrote back to the agent at Sun Hill, tell- 
ing him of the barrel of water. The agent 
went to Lovett, but that individual de- 
nied all knowledge of the fraud, and as 
there was no positive proof against him, 
of course nothing further could be done 
in the matter. 

Lovett used very fine stationery in his 
correspondence, so it is said. Lovett is 
confident of his acquittal. He has able

St. Louis Dispatch: The method of pre- 
venting strikes in the building trade, in 
vogue in Boston, has been successful for 
ten years. 

The employers believe that it is for the 
interest of both parties that the working- 
men’s unions be recognized. Hence union 
men are preferred, but in case a non-union 
man is employed there is no disturbance. 
The men know there must be some good 
reason for it. 

“‘All questions of mutual concern,” are 
referred to a joint committee appointed 
annually. This committee has absolute 
power to settle all demands and both par- 
ties bind themselves to accept its awards. 
In case of a tie the casting vote of the 
umpire is decisive. The umpire must not 
be an employer or a workman. For the 
first three years of the agreement JOfAn 
D. Long, now secretary of the navy, was 
umpire, but was never called upon to act. 
William Loyd Garrison succeeded him and 
served two years and acted but once. 
Charles Francis Adams is umpire at prés- 
ent. He has settled one dispute.

Selma, Ala., June 24.—(Special.)—Shortly 
efter 4 o’clock this afternoon, in Walker's 
saloon, on Alabama street, Will R. Wal- 
ker shot and instantly killed W. W. Bates.

Bates, commonly called Doll Bates, 
ceme to the city this morning from his 
farm at Hamburg, in Perry county, and 
started to drinking. upon his arrival. 
About 4 o’clock he walked into Walker's 
bar and began making a gun play at Will 
Walker, who was behind the bar talking 
to the barkeeper, Len Connelly. Bates 
pulled his pistol and began flourishing : 
at Walker. Walker told him to go away, 
as he was a stranger to him, and, as 
Bates would not leave, Walker walked 
away. Walker returned in a few minutes 
ard went behind the counter to get a 
match to light his cigar, when Bates be- 
gar abusing rim in a most insulting man- 
ner, and started to pull his pistol. Wal- 
ker quickly reached efter his pistol, which 
was cn a shelf. and fired, the ball going 
through Bates’ right hand and 
heart, killing him izstantly. A 44- 
caliber Colt's revolver, a large 
Bowle knife «nd two half pints of 
whisky, with a large lot of cartridges, 
were found on Bates’ body. Walker gave 
himself up, but was released Jater on the 
coroner’s verdict of justifiable homicide: 
but was again arrested upon a warrant 
sworn out by Deputy Shertff Hatcher. 
Walker comes of good. well-to-do people, 
and is a popular young man about town. 


ROYALIST MARQUIS ON TRIAL. 


Nobleman c® France Is at Bar of the 
Senate. 

Paris, June 24.—The senate essem»dled 
this afternoon in its capacity as a high 
court of justice to try the Marquis de Lur 
Saluces, the well known royalist and for- 
mer member gf the chamber of Jeputies, 
who returned unexpecredily to Paris about 
the middle of May, after having been ¢on- 
demned in January, 1900, in detault of ap- 
pearance, to ten years’ banishment from 
France for treason, 

The marquis began by reading a long 
statement in the nature of a poiitical in- 
dictment of the government in wuaich he 
spoke of the Fashoda incident, the tinan- 
cial bankruptcy of France, the Dreyrus 
trial and the campaign against the army.

M. Falliere then began his monodioguve 
in which he reviewe the charges against 
the Marquis de Lur Saluces fn a series of 
questions to which the marquis vouch- 
safed no word in reply. Finally @[. Fal- 
liere asked the marquis why he fied across 
the .frontier. The marquis remaincd si- 
lent at this question. . The trial was then 


adjourned.

His re- 
ply was: 

‘Sometimes your brother is the mean- 
est person to you in the world. Isaac is 
mean and you can tell that by looking at 
him.’’ 

This was true, for of all the negroes 
under arrest Isaac Hammond has by far 
the most forbidding countenance. 
looks like a typical outlaw. 

Confession Is Believed. 

The detectives, however, believe that 
Isaac has at last told the truth as far as 
he has gone, leaving out his part in the 
murderous plot. They think that Erwin 
planned the assassination and that prob- 
ably he was to have done the shooting, 
but when Officer DeBray surprised them, 
Tom Hammond killed the policeman 
rather than be arrested, for then the 
whole plot might have come out. 

If this be true, then it was Officer Luck 
and not DeBray that the murderous 
gang were after, for Erwin had sworn to 
kill Officer Luck, and Officer DeBray 
was temporarily on Officer Luck'’s West 
End beat. 

The coroner’s jury held a session yes- 
terday morning at police barracks behind 
closed doors. It was deemed best not to 
let the evidence become public until the 
case had been further worked up by the 
detectives. 

The most important witness was Isaac 
Hammond, but what he told the jury will 
not now amount to much since he has 
made his confession. When the jury 
meets again, which will probably be next 
Friday, Isaac will be re-examined and 
he will tell the jury what he told the de- 
tectives.

Mississippi Woman on Trial 
for Her Life 


SHE WAS CALM THROUGHOUT. 


She Is Charged with Having Poi- 
soned Her Husband, Who Was 
Old and Wealthy, but the 
Jury Could Not Agree 
on Verdict. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 24.—(Spécial.)— 
The sensational trial of Mrs. Jennie Gray, 
the twenty-two-year-old rich widow of 
the late Joseph Gray, planter, charged 
with murdering her husband by placing 
arsenic in his coffee in order that she 
might. dispose of the aged man, came 
to an end this afternoon at Pontotoc, 
Miss., when the jury reported they could 
not agree. As during the entire week, 
when the damaging testimony was pre- 
sented the fair defendant remained calm 
and composed. The only remark that 
passed her lips when .ne jury reported 
was, “I thought they woul hang or clear 
me.”’ 

This case, on account of the details and 
heretofore high standing of the family, 
has attracted no little attention. 

Jennie Gray became a widow at nine- 
teen years of age. Her first husband, 
William Robbins, was accidentally killed. 
She concluded to become an old man’s 
darling and married Joseph Gray shortly 
afterwards. Some few months ago, while 
at breakfast, the aged husband became 
violently ill. The man was taken ona 
porch and told his wife he was dying and 
guessed she would not worry over it. 
The plantation distress signal was rung 
and neighbors came rushing -to the Gray 
mansion, including a physician. Gray 
died in a short time. Suspicions were 
aroused, as Gray in his dying moments 
claimed he had been polsoned. His fam- 
ily had the stomach and digestive organs 
examined. The pot from which Gray 
drank coffee was saved. When arrest- 
ed and put on preliminary trial, Mrs. 
Gray was boung over and indicted. Tes- 
timony before the grand jury was that 
Mrs, Gray and sister, Miss Mattie Slaugh- 
ter had made séveral efforts to purchase 
strychnine and this being unobtainable, 
had bought rough on rats, which con- 
tained arsenic. 

On trial the state worked to prove a 
conspiracy between the beautiful prison- 
er and her sister to get the old man out 
State Chemist Jones, who ex- 
amined the Gray coffee pot, testified he 
found an abundance of arsenic. Physi- 
cians said they found the same drug in 
the analysis of the stomach. R. E. Hyde, 
a personal friend of the dead man, 'testi- 
fied Gray had said to him: 

“IT am gone; I am gone. I have been 
When asked who poisoned 
him, he replied: 

“I would hate to say.” 

Miss Lee McClaren, a cousin of Mrs. 
Gray and Miss Slaughter, testified that 
the latter had told her that Gray was 
particularly stingy about giving Mrs. 
Gray money, but that if the latter's plans 
carried out she (Mrs. Gray) would be 
boss. This was two days before Gray’s 
death. 

The defense was that the poison was 
purchased to kill rats. The result of the 
trial was a great surprise, as a conviction 
was expected. Mrs. Gray is a remark- 
able woman. During the six days of her 
trial she sat in the court room apparent- 
ly the least Interested of the throng 
which constantly taxed the large court 
room. While the most damaging testi- 
mony was being presented by ner close 
neighbors, not a muscle in her face 
moved, except for the regular batting of 
her cold, calm, strong gray eyes. Had her 
life been cast out on the broad path of 
life instead of among the red hills of Pon- 
tontoc county she might have become as 
conspicuous as some of the women who 
have left their names traced § indelibly 
upon the pages of history. There was no 
play on her part for sympathy from the 
jury. She looked with equal composure 
at judgé, jury, counsel and bystanders, 
and none looked into her eyes long 
enough to discomfit her. When counsel 
depicted the horror of hanging or what 
to them was a worse horror—life sen- 
tence—and all eyes turned toward her 
there was no more facial expression than 
had she been of marble. She exhibited 
complete composure and self-possession, 
at times clogely following the proceed- 
ings. She will be tried again in Decem- 
ber.

It 
may be that the destruction wrought by 
the floods has resulted in averting the 
bloodshed which might have been the re- 
sult of a protracted strike. 

Attorneys Campbell and Holt, of this 
city, who are attorneys for the Norfolk 
and Western, have been unable to re- 
ceive any definite information from head- 
quarters concerning the extent of the 
losg suffered by their company and can- 
not give any information. They are sure, 
however, from what they hear that the 
damage will be immense. 


TOTAL LOSS OF LIFE IS SIXTY. 


So Dispatches Received by Henry 
Fink Indicate. 

New York, June 24.—Word was fre- 
ceived by Henry Fink, president of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad, today 
from General Manager Johnson to the 
effect that the total loss of life by the 
West Virginia floods would amount to 
about sixty. Considerable damage had 
been done to a number of mines, but 
some of the more important were only 
slightly damaged and would begin load- 
ing coal tomorrow. 

The, dispatch added that the flood of 
water was enormous in some places. At 
the town of Ennis the rise had amounted 
to six feet in thirty minutes. The ra- 
pidity of the approach of the. flood, the 
dispatch says, was responsible for the 
fact that so many lIiyes were lost. 

Mr. Johnson reported that the North 
Fork branch of the Norfolk and West- 
ern was nearly all washed away and 
that it would take a considerable time 
to repair it. 


Governor Nash Offers Aid. 


Columbus, O., June 24.—Representatives 
of a local lumber firm at Williamson 
have wired that east of Panther, W. Va., 
the railway tracks have been washed 
out for a mile. About 200 feet of roadbed 
will require a fill-in of ten feet. Governor 
Nash today wired Governor White the 
sympathy of the people of Ohio and in- 
quiring as to how he can be of assist- 
ance ; 

Damage in Kanawha Valley. 

Charleston, W. Va., June 24.—The dam- 
age from flood in the Kanawha valley 
will reach $100,000. Houses, barns, fences, 
crops and trains of cars on coal roads 
were washed away. At Boomer twenty- 
three miners’ houses were washed out 
and wrecked while the new coal works 
and Blakes branch suffered equally. On 
Morris creek several houses were weshed 
away and the tipple of the Davis-Gordon 
Company wrecked by a floating house.

SAMPSON'S HEAD 10 SHOW 


Long Will Place Admiral’s Likeness 
_ on Battle Medal. 


“THE MAN BEHIND THE GUN” 


Also Recognized on the Reverse of 
the Medal—Naval -Board 
Backs. Long.

Washington, June 24.—Acting upon the 
unanimous recommendation of the naval 
board of awards, Secretary Long today 
approved the designs for the two medals 
provided for by congress to commemo- 
rate the achievements of the United 
States navy in the campaign in the West 
‘during the’ Spanish-American 
war. Of these two medals the first is 
‘known as the battle medal and the sec- 
ond as the meritorious service medal. 

The board states ‘that it has placed 

Sampson's head upon the medal, because 
he was commander in chief of the West 
Indian squadron, as Dewey’s was placed 
on the Manila medal. 
- The Sampson portrait is a profile taken 
from a likeness made just before the out- 
break of the Spanish war. On the face 
of this medal the inscription reads: 

“United States naval campaign in the 
West Indies. 1898. William Thomas 
Sampson, commander in chief.” 

The suspending bar above bears the 
American eagle above a design in oak 
leaves. 

The reverse of the medal marks the 
government's recognition of the splendid 
services of “‘the man behind the gun.” 
It portrays a spirited scene on the gun 
deck of an American man-of-war in full 
action. Over. the bulwarks and in the 
distance is the outline of a warship in full 
play. 

The meritorius service medal is for 
those who have rendered distinguished 
service otherwise than in battle. It will 
go to such men as Hobson, Lieutenant 
Ward, Victor Blue, Lieutenant Buck and 
a very few others.

I re- 
turned and took the sheriff's pistol and 
my brother and myself started for Boni- 
facio Robledo’s place on the Colorado 
river. They captured my brother, but I 
succeeded in getting to where I started 
the second day just at dark. Old man 
Robledo and myself were standing out- 
side the house when we saw the men 
surround the house. I jumped into an 
ambulance standing near. hey opened 
fire and there must have been 150 or 200 
shots fired. Of course I went to shoot- 
ing, but I do not know that I _ killed 
Sheriff Glover and the other man.

Senator Foraker Speaks. 

The he introduced Senator Foraker as 
the temporary chairman of the econven- 
tion.

Gentlemen of the Converition: Our approach- 
ing election will be the most Important held 
this year in the United States. It is but a 
state election in name, but it will be dis- 
tinctively national in both character and im- 
portance. 

The administration of Governor Nash has 
beer. so wise, so economical, so just, and so 
efficient that it stands absolutely without crit- 
icism. There is no issue with respect to it, 
and none can be ma‘le. 

The legislature chosen this year will be 
charged with the duty of electing u United 
States senator and redistricting the state for 
representatian in congress. 

We now have two republican senators and 
seventeen republican members in the house of 
representatives. If the next legislature should 
be democratic, we will have but one senator 
and not more than twelve republican con- 
glessmen, and probably not more than ten— 
the number we were allowed the last time a 
democratic legislature gerrymandered the state 
—and this reduced representation in the na- 
tional house of representatives would be fas- 
tened upon us. not simply for the next con- 
gress, but for the next ten years, making a net 
loss to us of not less than twenty-five votes 
in congress for the next decade. 

It is this fact that gives the campaign upon 
which we are entering its national character, 
and thrusts upon us, whether we would have 
it so or not, the discussion and consideration 
of national policies end national questions: and 
it is for this reason that every vote cast in

Disfranchisement of Colored People. 


It is no time to show indifference to the 
wrong the demuvocratic purty is committing to- 
cay in the southern states against the black 
man, whom it is robbing of his suffrage under 
the forms of constitutioral amendments and 
legal enactme2-nts that are in violation of the 
constitution of the United States. This is 
wors?, if possible, than the inhuman lynchings 
of which we read almost daily, because it is 
without provocation, and is a blow aimed both 
at a class and the government of a nation. 

Constit ited authority must find a way to eup- 
press these wrongs, or the government will 
deserve to lose the support of a race that has 
shed its blood for our flag in every war, and 
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upon almost every fleld where {it hans waved. 
Brave, heroic. gallant men were they who, 
side ty side with their white comrades, have 
borne our flar to victory in all.our wars. 
They helped us to conquer our independence, 
to form our union, to préserve our national 
life, to carry liberty and freedom to Cuba. and 
to plant our banner in victory on the islands 
of the seas. They are entitled to the protec- 
tion of the government for which they have 
so bravely fought. It {s an inexpre#sible shame 
that such protection ts denied. As they have 
shared our labors and perils so much they 
shere our rewards, In what way their rights 
will better be secured is an unsolved problem, 
nut until they are fully protected en’? demo- 
cratic persecutions and denials of constitu- 
tional rights have ceased there should not be 
any restoration of the democratic party to 
power. 

But there are other questions of the highest 
importance. We are beset with new and un- 
tric@ difficulties. We have had a war. We 
have changed the map of the world. We have 
acquired new territory, and with it have 
to us new duties and new responsibiiities. 
have assumed them, and must faithfully dis- 
charge them or etand discredited before the 
nations. : 

The republican party has an intelligent pol- 
icy om this subfect. It has been proclaimed 
to the world. We have acted upon it. We 
have legislated to carry it into effect. We are 
executing it with successful and triumphant 
results. It should have universal support, but 
instead it has fierce opposition. It was a. 
tacked last vear as unconstitutional. — 
supreme court has answered that assault, and 
now they are attacking the supreme court. 

Mr. Bryan declares that its decision in the 
Porto Rican cases is as infamous as the de- 
cision in the Dred Scott case, and calls upon 
democrats everywhere to rally for its over- 
throw.

If the constitution and all the laws of the 
United States, not locally inapplicable, had 
followed the flag and gone into force and 
effect there as soon as it was raised, as the 
democratic party contended, it would have been 
impossible to have relieved their distress, or 
to have established a successful government of 
any. kind. Instead of peace, order and prog- 
ress which we have in that island today, we 
would have had universal chaos and universal 
failure.

It would have required the immediate sub 
stitution o* our laws for theirs, and their 
faithful obseryance of the same before they 
had opportunity to know or to learn what they 
were. 

It would have required the immediate intro- 
duction of our codes of procedure in civil and 
criminal cases without even the judges on the 
bench, or the lawyers at the bar, knowing how 
to put them into operation. 

To have adopted.such a construction of 
our constitution would have made the Fili- 
pinos and the Porto Ricans, most of whom 
are wholly .unfit to govern themselves, citizens 
of the United States, with full power to par- 
ticipate with all other citizens in governing 
us. There is no end to the difficulties and the 
absurd . consequences that would -have en- 
sued. 

Such-a construction of that instrument would 
have been a libe) on George Washington, and 
his illustrious associates who: framed it. To 
hold that it so restricted our power would 
be to deny us an essential attribute of gov- 
ereignty, and make us inferior in the family of 
nations, It would have made us incapable 
of protecting our rapidly increasing commer- 
cial interests 'n distant parts of the earth. It 
would have been not only the end of expansion, 
but also a denial of the power necessary. to tne 
control of the Caribbean sea, and the ap- 
proaches and natural defenses of an isthmian 
canal. It would have been worse than a mis- 
take. It would have been a stupid crime 
against the progress-and development of our 
country. 

We rejected all such belittling and un-Amer- 
ican views, and preceeded on the theory that 
our government has all the power of the most 
~owerful;: that we are rightfully at the head 
of the nations in sovereign power as we are 
in physical and political power; that our con- 
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markets of the world are in the far east.

Marshals Were Serving Notice of the 
Injunction Iseued by Judge 
Jackson—It Is Said Strikers 
Have Decided To Ig- 
nore Injunction.

led by A. C, Hufford, of Bluefield, were | 


fired on ‘by tho strikers and forced to flee 
from the coal flelds at Matewan. 
Yosterday afternoon the marshals, un- 
der the leadership of A. C. Hufford, set 
out from Bluefield to reach the scene of 
the miners’ riots. When they arrived 
within twenty miles of Thacker they 
found that they could proceed no further 
by rafl on account of the flood.. They 
struck out across the mountains, encoun- 
tering almost insurmountable difficulties, 
and late Sunday afternoon reached thelr 
destination. Proceeding to work, they be- 
gan serving notices of the injunction 
which had been issued by Judge Jackson.s; 
A mob of strikers fo'lowed, armed to 
the teeth with firearms. On all sides 
could be heard the cry, ‘‘Down with gov- 
ernment by injunction."’ Men threatened 


them with their weapons, women called 


and children hurled stones. When night- 
fall came notice had been served on the 
strikers of all the coal comvantes but one, 
and that was to be served at Lick Fork 
Coal and Coke Company, at Thacker. 
Fearing an ambush, they waited until 
morning, and early today out for 
Thacker. 

Some time before noon they attempted 
injunction papers at the 
named coiliery. A mob followed, 
enraged to desperation at the sweeping 
character of the injunction. One reckless 
fellow fired the first shot’'and quick 
lightning the mountain sides echoed and 
re-echoed with resounding reports that 
the crack of twenty or thirty 
rifles. The deputies were forced to take 
refuge in flight. and then barely escaped 
with thelr lives. 

The strike situation is assuming a dan- 
gerous stage. Sheriff Hatfield has with- 
drawn all his deputies because, it is said, 
he does not believe in the policy being 
used to put down the strike. The United 
States marshals have been ieft alone, and 
after being chased from the fields today, 
it is believed that they will be strongly 
re-enforced and ready to fight when they.

CHECKS MAILED 10 
TBACHERS TODAY 


Warrants Made Out and Will ‘Reach 
Treasurer This Morning. 


ONLY 75 PER CENT WAS PAID 


Balance of $88,000 Due Counties on 
the School Fund. 


STATE STILL OWES THEM $80,000 


There Is Also Due the Widows $60,- 
000, Which Cannot Be 
Paid Now. 


Checks to pay 75 per cent of the schoo! 
teachers’ salaries will be mailed to the 
county commissioners today by State 
School Commissioner G. R. Glenn. 

The total amount to be paid the teach- 
ers today will be about $223,000, leaving 
the sum due them for the month that 
should have been paid this spring, nearly 
$80,000. 

State School Commissioner Glenn was 
determined to get the checks out as soon 
as possible, and the applications from 
his office for the warrants were finished 
early yesterday morning and turned over 
to the governor. Secretary C. M. Hitch 
went right to work on the warrants and 
had them ready for the governor's sig- 
nature early in the afternoon. Governor 
Candler spent a large part of the after- 
noon signing them and sent. them right 
over to the comptroller general. They 
will be countersigned and sent to Treas- 
urer Park this morning. The checks will 
be issued at once and will be in the mail 
by this afternoon, © 

This will be the last of a very trouble- 
some proposition until the _ legislature 
meets in the fall. Nothing @se can or 
will be done at this time. The limit of 
the state’s financial ability for the pres- 
ent has been exhausted and the teachers 
will have to wait for the balance of their 
salaries until the taxes are collected in 
the fall. 

The reason the teachers did not get but 
75 per cent of their salaries instead of 
nearly 85 per cent was that balances 
amounting to about $38,000 are due many 
of the counties of the state on the edu- 
cational fund. This money will have to 
come out of the funds that were provided 
for the purpose of paying the teachers 
at this time. 

Under the decision of the supreme court 
everything that could be done to pay 
the teachers at this time has been done. 
In spite of that the state still owes them 
$80,000, and it owes the new class of con- 
federate widows who were provided for 
at the last session of the legislature 
more than $60,000. This makes a total in- 
debtedness of $140,000 on these two items 
which cannot be paid, though there is 
more than $400,000 in the vaults of the 
treasury. .

Arguijent Being Heard by Judge 

Reid in Case Against Woodmen 

of the World. 

The case of Mrs. Mary E. Thornton 
against Sovereign Camp, Woodmen of the 
World, was argued yesterday before 
Judge H. M. Reid in the first division of 
the city court. 

The amount involved in the case is 
$5,000, Mrs. Thornton suing on an in- 
surance policy held by Her husband, J. 
A. Thornton, a dentist, who committed 
suicide several years ago. The case is 
not being tried before a jury, but is to 
be determined by Judge Reid. 

The chief issue is whether a certain 
clause in the constitution of the order 
covers the policy in question. At the time 
of the issuance of the policy it is claimed 
that there was a clause to the effect that 
the beneficiary of a suicide could recover 
if the suicide was insane. It is alleged 
that later the effect of the clause was 
changed so as to bar the benéficiary of 
any suicide from recovering on a policy. 

The plaintiff claims that the latter 
clause does not affect the policy of Dr. 
Thornton, as it was several years prior 
to the change. On the other hand, the 
defense claims that the clause does af- 
fect that policy. 

Mrs. Thornton is represented by King 
& Spalding and the defense is répresent- 
ed by J. l.. Hopkins & Sons and Rosser 
& Carter. The case will probably be con- 
cluded today.

Well-Known Virginian Dies in a 
Clubroom. 


HAD BEEN PLAYING CARDS 


Receiving Money for His Chips, 
Maddox Started Ce@it and 
Dropped Dead. 


Richmond, Va., June 24.—(Special.)—H. 
Cabell Maddox, familiarly Known as 
‘‘Cab’’ Maddox, one of the jolliest and 
most widely known traveling and sport- 
ing men in Virginia, died suddenly this 
morning in a clubroom here. He had been 
playing cdrds for some time with a party 
of friends and shortly before 2 o’ciock 
arose to leave. Standing with a hand full 
of checks he said: 

“Cash in these chips—I am not goiug to 
play again for a long time, I tell you, 
I am going to quit this staying up at 
night,’’ 

His chips were cashed and he turned to 
leave, but as he reached the door he sank 
down and soon expired. tle had bcen 
indisposed for several days and had not 
Leen able to sleep during the night. 

“Cab” Maddox was well known through- 
out the country. He weighed 400 pounds 
and was a great poiitician and card-play- 
er. Few men had more natura; wit and 
humor. He was a scout during the civil 
war in the noted Mosby command. 


TO ERADICATE CRUELTY. 


Vigorous Crusade of Humane Society 
in Behalf of Abused Animals 
and Children. 

Those interested in the Atlanta Humane 
Society as well as every one who protests 
against cruelty in any form are making 
a special effort recently to increase the 
work of the organization. A young lady, 
Miss J. E. Walsh, has lately been en- 
gaged to canvass the city und secure 

members to the society. 

It is not generally known that in cases 
of cruelty arrests may be made by pri- 
vate individuals. The penal code prevides 
that “if any offense is committed in the 
presence or within the immediate knowl- 
edge of a person not an officer, any such 
person may arrest the offender ard carry 
him before a magistrate.” 

The city laws in regard to cruelty to 
animals gre quite strict enough to pre- 
vent entirely the instances of brutality 
and cruelty so common on our streets if 
the laws were severely enforced. The fact 
that one-half of all such fines collected 
under such cases goes to the support of 
the public schools should not act as @ 
deterrent to arrests. 

By municipal law, section 1960: 

Any person or persons in this elty who shall 
overload or cruelly treat, maim, brulse, deprive 
of-necessary sustenance, fll-use, or in any ma”- 
ner whatsoever torture or abuse any animal or 
animals, shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $50 and costs 
for each and every offense against this section, 
or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, in 
the discretion of the recorder’s court. 

Also section 1962.—It shall be the duty of 
the driver of teams to loosen the check reins 
so as to allow horses to be comfortable in all 
cases where such horses or other animals have 
to stand near theaters, churches or other pub- 
lic places in the city of Atlanta, for as long a 
period of time as thirty minutes, 

State laws are even stricter: 

Section 703—Every person who shall insti- 
gate, engage in or do a@mything in furtherance 
of an act of cruelty to a domestic animal, 
shall be punished as for a misdemeanor. The 
word ‘‘cruelty’’ shall be held to include every 
willful act, omission or neglect whereby un- 
justifiable physical pain, suffering or death is 
caused or permitted. 

Cruelty to children is also provided for 
under state code. 

The work of the Humane Society has 
the hearty support of the mayor and 
city council and also the police recorder. 
Cases of cruelty reported to any ofhcer 
Or arrests made by private persons will 
be punished according to the prescribed 
laws.

FORECAST FOR TODAY FAIR AND WARM 


OGrops, if Not People, Flourish Under 
the. Sweltering OConditions—Far- 
mers Greatly Encouraged.

Yesterday was the hottest twenty- 
fourth of June ever recorded. 
the morning the tem- 
perature lingered in the neighborhood of 
ninety-three degrees, showing an increase 
of two degrees over any previous day 
this year at the same hours, and promis- 
ing to break, or rather melt, all hot 
weather records. But after 1 o’clock 
clouds obscured the sun and _ distant 
thunder showers brought down the ten» 
perature, modifying its intensity. 

Even with this amelioration the weath- 
er bureau statistics record yesterday as 
the hottest ever on June 24th. It aver- 
aged all during the day ten degrees above 
the normal. The nearest to this high 
average was in ’97, when it was eight de- 
grees above normal for the S8ame day, 
and once previously in ‘91. 

The following weather table shows com- 
parative temperature statistics for At- 
lanta during twenty years past for June 
24th, giving the maximum, minimum, 
mean and normal, and the average above 
normal.

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From this table it will be observed 
that yesterday was hotter than any pre- 
vious day recorded, although in ’97 as 
high 2 maximum was reached. The cool- 
est day was back in ’74, when the ther- 
mometer ranged between sixty-five and 
seventy-five. The coldest day ever _ re- 
corded here in June was in '89. when on 
June Ist the mercury fell 39 degrees, 
causing a slight frost. The highest was 
ninety-eight degrees on June 30, 1900. 

Today’s forecast does not encourage 
hopes for any abatement of the heat. It 
is predicted fair, with continued high 
temperature. 

All crop reports are more favornble 
than recently, and the outlook for the 
farmer is much brighter. 


“A Heart Warmer.” 

Scranton Republican: From tne capita) of 
Alabama comes the story of an incident that 
occurred there a week ago Sunday which ought 
to do much to make the people of the north 
feel that the occasional outbreak of bigotry 
that occrrs in the south does not represent the 
true feeling of the great mass of the people 
in that section. The Montgomery Journal, in 
telling of the occurrence, says that it ‘has 
a pathetic and histcrical interest attached to it, 
showing as it does that the brave soldier of the 
lost cavse honors and respects the brave sol- 
dier on the other ‘‘side.’’ The incident is thus 
related by our Alabama contemporary, and the 
manner cf its telling by this representative 
southern payer is almost as significant as the 
incident itself: 

“Mr. A. T. Duff, aged about fifty-five years, 
a@ sign painter andl a inman generally known 
and widely respected, who had been a federal 
soldier during the war between the states, 
Cied Saturday night from injuries received 
while painting an elevated sign on one of the 
principal streets a few days previous, and was 
buried Sunday bythe local camp of ex-con- 
federate veterans with all the jonors of the 
camp. 

“Mr. Duff came from New York to Mont- 
gomery soon after the war. He had served in 
the federal army, and made a good soldier and 
had been honorably discharged, as the papers 
found in his trunk after his death showed. 
He has been, tn plain words, a ‘‘yankee’’ sol- 
dier, and had engaged in many battles, in 
which many Montgomeryites had also been 
engaged. He used to tell with much zest and 
minuteness the story of many of these battles, 
and he would often laugh and tell some of the 
old soldiers that he was the identical ‘‘yan- 
kee’’ that had fired the gun that had winged 


them in certain battles in which they were 
wounded. His manner was never offensive 
and his good nature was proverbial. 


“When he died Saturday night the Lomax 


camp of Confederate Veterans arranged to turn 
out in a body and bury him with all the honors 
They followed him to his last 
resting place and did all ‘that generous hearts 
could do, and there were general expressions 
of sympathy for his sad and untimely death. It 
was noted that while he is said to have be- 
longed to the Grand Army of the Republic, few 
if any members of that organization were 
present and everything was left for the old 
ex-confederate soldiers to do, and they did 
it willingly, sympathetically, and well, many 
with tear-stained faces, because the deceased 
was widely known and generally liked.’’ 

It is certa'nly a noteworthy occurrence ond 
one which dos3s credit to southern chivalry. 
And when some of the few remaining unrecon- 
structed rebels attract attention by their vocal 
fireworks, it would be well for the people of 
the north to recall this Montgomery incident. 
For with all our good feeling toward the 
south,’ it would be difficult to imagine that 
incident occurring in a northern city with the 
conditions reversed.

Structure Is Fast“Assuming Shape and 
Prepertion. 


NORTH SIDE STEEL WORK IN 


Erection of Main Span Will Begin 
This Week. 


WILL HAVE NO TOP FRAME-WORK 


Contractor Gfant Wilkins Will Keep 
Street Open as Long as It Is 
Possible To Do So. 


The way the viaduct has loomed. up 
@nd taken shape within the last few days 
fs a tangible evidence of the rapid 
progress going on. 

A big barricade of steel framework 
confronts one at both approaches and the 
Structure begins to assume more the ap- 
pearance: ef a bridge. The north 
side is at present a little further ad- 
vanced than the south, the steel frames 
extending clear to the tracks. Today the 
“traveler,” a big derrick concern of 
heavy wooden beams, will be moved to 
the south approach to complete the 
framework to the tracks at that side: All 
the steel work is in position on the north 
side. Thus far all material for the struc- 
ture has been shipped except the two 
ninety-four-foot steel girders for the 
ninety-foot span across the tracks. The 
floor is already here. 

Erection of the main span will begin 
‘this week. At present steel work and 
brick masonry is in progress. The part 
now up is the showy work of the struc- 
ture and takes shape very rapidly. Later 
when the bolts and rivets are put to- 
gether and the floor laid the work will 
u10t show up so fast. 

Unlike the Broad and Forsyth street 
bridges, the Whitehall street viaduct 
‘will have no top framework. It is made 
of riveted plate girders, The other two 
are pin connected trusses, which con- 
_ Struction ‘necessarily permits a certain 
amount of vibration. The Whitehall via- 
duct will have practically no vibration, 
and will be a much simpler looking affair 
‘ without the great steel framework above 
.the floor level and overhead. A ninety- 
foot span is an unusually long stretch 
for a single span and ealls for great 
Strength in the steel girders. Each of 
these, ninety-four feet in length, will 
weigh 67,000 pounds. They are sixteen 
inches thick and nine feet high, this be- 


"> ine the most enormous distribution of 
~,. metal.

The girders run along by the 
and _ sidewalk, 
level four 
and a half feet forming a balustrade of 
solid metal. They will project below the 
floor underneath about three feet. The 
outer railings of the structure will be 
neat wrought iron, similar to those in 
the Forsyth street bridge except lighter, 
fifty pounds to the foot. 

The proposed change in the arrange- 
ments for trolley poles will greatly en- 
hance the appearance of tne viaduct. 
Property owners along the approaches 
have agreed to allow trolley wires to be 
“attached to their buildings sv that no 
poles will be needed, which disfigure the 
structure and’ obstruct the view. Other- 
wise a line of twelve posts similar to 
those for illumination would have to ex- 
tend its full length. Acrass. the span 
Over the trackd four such poles will be 
‘needed anyway. They will also be used 
for electric are lights, two at each ap- 
proach. 


Sidewalk To Be Kept Open. 


Grant Wilkins says that the sidewalks 
will be kept open as long as he can pos- 
Bibly do so. He has gone to much 
trouble to keep this passage clear to 
pedestrians and intends to do so through- 
out the construction if practical. Closing 
this important cross town highway, he 
believes, would be a great hardship to 
the public.

Special Officer Will Be Secured 
Within a Short Time. - 


TWO INSPECTORS AT WORK 


Only Quarterly Permits To Be Issued 
Hereafter—Horse and Buggy 
Will Be Secured. 


The board of health will taKe steps at 
once to carry out the plan of milk in- 
spection that has been determined upon. 

Dr. Bizzell, chairman of the svecial 
committee which hag had the matter in 
charge, made his report to a special meet- 
ing of the board held yesterday after- 
noon and urged that the vlan of milk 
inspection be pushed forward as rapidly 
as possible, 

At present Sanitary Inspectors V. M. 
Barrett and Willis A. King have the mat- 
ter in charge, and they have been making 
careful inspections of the dairies. Dr. 
Bizzéll said the plan was well under way, 
but that there were other important 
steps to be taken, and amor~ the mat- 
ters discussed was the question of secur- 
ing a milk inspector. Several names were 
mentioned and discussed at the meetin. 
but no one was decided uvon, and Inspec- 
tors Barrett and King will continue to do 
the work for the present. 

As soon as all the dairymen have an- 
swered the auestions on the blanks sent 
out to them by the board of health, all 
of their present permits will be revohed 
and quarterly permits will be issued. It 
is expected that all of these reports vill 
-be in.and all the dairymien will be regis- 
tered within the next few days. 

One question discussed at the meeting 
yesterday was as to securing a horse 
and buggy for the milk inspector.

Members of the board of health stated 
yesterday that this matter of milk in- 
spection was one of the most important 
with which the board had to deal and 
they propose to see that it is done thor- 
oughly.

Nearly 100 names will be signed to the 
petition which the Westminster Presby- 
terians will present to the Atlanta presby- 
tery at noon today, asking to be formed 
into an independent church organization. 

The Atlanta presbytery meets in ad- 
journed session at 12 o'clock in the lec- 
ture room of the Central Presbyterian 
church on Washington street, and the 
following committee has been appointed 
to present the petition: W. M. Everett, 
chairman; L. L. Knight, R. E. Adams, 
Dr. C. J. Vaughan, J. M. Stephens, J. 
Cc. Connally, G. L. Rohrer, J. G. Dun- 
lap, Harland A. Daniel, J. W. Weitzell 
and C. W. Gay. In additian to the com- 
mittee many others will be present. 

The Westminster Presbyterians are tem- 
porarily holding services at the Jackson 
Hill Baptist church, which they have 
secured for this puspose. Sunday schoo. 
services are held at 3 o'clock on Sunday 
afternoon followed .by church services at 
4 o'clock. Prayer meeting services are 
held cn Thuraday evening at 7:45 o’ciock. 
Since the movement was first organized 
several weeks ago, it has grown with 
wonderful strides. More than 150 mem- 
bers 2zre enrolled in the Sunday school 
and the prayer meetings are unusually | 
well attended. The ladies of the church 
have organized themselves into an asso- 
cfation known as the Ladies’ Missionary 
and Aid Society and they have already 
accomplished splendid results. 

Just as soon as the new church is com-

WITH THE SUPREME COURT. 


Lawyers in the City Yesterday and 
the Status of the Court’s 
Docket. . 

A branch of the suit of the Postal Tel- 
egraph Company against the,Plant sys- 
tém was argued in the supreme court yes- 
terday by W. L. Clay, of Savannah, rep- 
resenting the Plant system, and Wiliam 
Garrard, of Savannah, and J. R. Mclin- 
tosh, of Richmond, Va., representing the 
telegraph company. The superior court 
of Chatham county refused an injunction 
prohibiting the Postal from running its 
wires along the Plant system right of 
way between Valdosta and Thomasville 
and Thomasville and Albany. It is that 
question that is now before the court on 
a final hearing.

The arguments were concluded 
in all but one case, which will be heard 
today. This will finish the argument in 
civil business for the rest of the term.

Thirty-nine Petitions Filed with the 
Water Board. 


PIPE COMMITTEE WILL MEET 


Will Also Consider Question of 
Streets with Sewers but 


Without Water. 
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The pipe con mittee cf the water board 
will meet this morning at 11 o'clock to 
take up and pass upon several imvortant 
matters. 

There will be before the committee 
thirty-nine petitions for water mains on 
different streets of the city, the total 
length of the mains requested being 37,70) 
feet. Sccretary Dimmock has made out 
a tabulated statement of these petitions, 
tlowing just where the mains are wanted, 
tow many feet, and the cecst in each in- 
stance of six-inch, eight-inch and ten-inch 
cast iron pipe. 

To lay the entire 37,700 feet in six-irch 
pipe would cost $22,560. eight-inch pipe. 
$30,160 , and ten-ich pipe, $35,768. The citv 
will heve considerable old pipe on har’! 
when the new mains are laid, but the cust 
stated rere is for iaying new mains 

A>-other matter of importance to come 
before the city is the question of streets 
upon which there are sewers, but which 
lave no water. The city cannot forc® 
property owners to connect with or pay 
for the sewers on these streets until thev 
are supplied with water. There are 
twenty-two streets on which these dry 
sewers are to be found, and the city is 
kept out of a good deal of revenue on this 
account. The water board will endeavor 
to place water mains on these ss; ‘cets as 
soon as possible. 


RAILWAY NOTES. 


- 
The railroads have something to 
about the alleged injury to southern inter- 
ests caused by the recent changes in the 
classification of cotton factory products. 
The roads deny that any injury will be 
worked. The facts in the following state- 
ment made yesterday by Division Freight 
Agent McCleskey, of the Southern,. are 
borne out by Chairman McGovern, of the 
Southern classification committee, and the 
chairman's office of the Southeastern 
Freight Association, Mr. MeCleskey said: 
‘‘"There appears to be a serious misun- 
derstanding as to the application of this 
new classification. The facts are that this 
change, as promulgated, will but little 
affect the cotton factories in the south. 
The cotton mills in Atlanta, and other 
points in the south where there are cot- 
ton spinning mills, have commodity rates 
applying to eastern cities, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Boston, etc., and 
also interior eastern points, which are 
lower than the old fifth class rate in many 
cases, and these rates will not be re- 
voked or affected by the change in the 
classification. ‘There are also commodity 
rates on cotton factory products, pub- 
lished from Atlanta and other cotton mill 
points in the south, to Ohio and Missis- 
sippi river crossings and points in the 
northwest, also to Texas common points 
and Missouri river’ points, Arkansas 
points, etc., etc., which are actually much 
lower than even the sixth élass rates. 
This covers a large area of territory and 
the principal commercial points in those 
states, and as there {s no change in these 
commodity rates there is no trouble or 
damage done or contemplated to the cot- 
tor! mill industry in this territory, for 
the mills will continue to pay the same 
rates which they have heretofore been 
paying to such points. It is true, there 
has been a change in the classification of 
some articles, products of cotton mills, 
from fifth to fourth class, but this only 
applies where there is no commodity rate 
published, and will apply in only a few 
cases to local points, or points in the 
southern interior, to which so few ship- 
ments are made that no commodity rate 
has been established; and as a very small 
percentage of the output of the southern 
mills is distributed locally, and especially 
in view of the fact that a like and corre- 
sponding increase has been made tn the 
rates on the same business from eastern 
mills, which compete with the south in 
the sales to such points, the interests of 
the southern mills will not be subjected 
to any disadvantage or unjust discrimina- 
tion, and, tn fact, the relation between the 
rates charged the eastern and southern 
mills is not to be seriously disturbed.”’ 


D. W. Cooke, assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the Erie railroad, has been 
appointed general passenger agent of that 
road in place of D. I. Roberts, resigned, 
effective July Ist.

General Manager Russell Harding, of 
the Missouri Pacific, is quoted as saying 
that the Gould lines have determined to 
break down the high bridge tolls which 
the Memphis and Kansas City Bridge 
Company has maintained at Memphis 
since 1892. Mr. Harding is also quoted as 
saying that negotiations are now pending 
for the construction of a second bridge 
to the Arkansas shore, which would cost 
not less than $3,000,000. 


A meeting of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville directors was called for Thursday, 
June 20th, but owing to lack of a quorum 
it was postponed and will probably 
held next Thursday or July 5th. It 1s 
said that a majority of the directors fa- 
vor an increase in the dividend rate at 
this time, believing that it is justified by 
the company’s large earnings and general 
prosperity. It is estimated that the earn- 
ings for June will. show an increase of 
about 1 per cent over last year. 


The Texas railroad commission, in ses- 
sion at Austin, decided to- grant a hear- 
ing to persons interested {n a general re- 
duction of rates on Beaumont oil. The 
date of the hearing has not been deter- 
mined. The lack of favorable freight rates 
is.the only drawback to the use of Beau- 
mont product generally over the state. 

It is understood that the commission. ts 
in favor of reducing the rates on fuel 
oil, which means placing ofl on the mar- 
ket as a competitor of coal.

Member from Fulton Writes of Pan- 
American Exposition. 


@ 
IT IS AN EXCELLENT ACCOUNT 


An Extensive Visit to Canada and 
the East Mapped Out by Mr. 
and Mrs. King. 


In a letter to The Constitution, dated 
Buffalo, June 15th, Hon. Porter King, of 
this city, who, with Mrs. King, is now 
taking in the Pan-American exposition, 
gives an excellent account of the big fair 


and of their trip from Washington. Be- 
fore returning to Atlanta, Mr. and Mrs. 
King will visit Montreal, the Adirondacks, 
Lakes Champlain and George, Saratoga, 
Boston and New York. 

Mr. King writes in the following inter- 
esting vein to The Constitution: 


Editor Constitution—Believing that a word 
about the Pan-American exposition would be 
of interest to our people, I write briefly. 

On account of the spell of sickness, from 
which I did not recover as rapidly as I de- 
sired, with my wife I left Atlanta for a trip 
of several weeks just one week ago today, 
Leaving Washington, we came by historic Har- 
per’s Ferry and Cumberland on to Pittsburg, 
and” the grewing fields of grain and varied 
mining and manufacturing interests were quite 
a change from the corn and cotton fields to 
which we are accustomed nearer home, Pitts- 
burg is a veritable hive of industry, and all 
along the Monengahela for fifteen miles or 
more is a succession of towns and cities with 
roaring blast furnaces, steel plants, nail fac- 
tories and all sorts of industrial enterprises. 
Barringethe smoke and grime, Pittsburg is in 
the residence portion of it a beautiful city— 
its Fifth avenue and Highland avenue (ihe 
latter leading out to Highland Park) have 
many elegant and beautiful homes upon them. 
and the Carnegie Library and Museum are at- 
tractive and interesting places, 

We stopped.a ccuple of days at Sharon and 
South Sharon, on the, Shenango, where I have 
a brother engaged in the iron business; and, 
like all the other mining towns and cities, 
they are now enjoying great prosperity.
